Continuation of 11: Applicants' arguments have been fully considered; however, the prior art rejection has been maintained for the 
reasons set forth within the final Office action. The position is maintained that the disclosed reactants and ratio of reactants yield a 
process and product that at the least render obvious applicants' claimed process and product. For example, in order to obtain applicants' 
addition product (A), a diisocyanate need only be reacted with a triol at an isocyanate index ratio of 1.33:1. The reference fully discloses 
the diisocyanate, the triol, and an index ratio that encompasses this ratio, and it is not seen that applicants' arguments have adequately 
addressed this fact.
